Reporting training operations at Gravesend 
last Wednesday, Morning Telegraph says: 
*‘Ethelb?rt, in the Joyner striDg, appeared on 
the track after quite a severe attack of ictln. 
enea, and this high-class son of Eothen— Maori 
looked to have recovered entirely, and may be 
expected to show a good performance as soon 
as called npon. 

“His traicer only gave him a half mile breeze 
at half speed, bnt he moved so freely that he 
looks like being a formid able customer in several 
handicaps yet to be run at Gravesend He is in 
the Occidental Handicap, Monarch Stek s, 
Oc’anviaw Handicap, the Second Special a> d 
the Oiiental Handicap, and will probably be 
pointed for one or two of these events. 

"C. E. Brossman’s Imp, who annexed the 
First Special in such an impressive manner, 
was out, and did trotting and cantering. To 
the casual observer tie black whirlwind is very 
fine, bnt as a matter of fact she is carrying 
more flesh than is usual with her, and, in spite 
of the many hard questions that have been 
asked her in the past several weeks, is still-in 
fine fsttle.” 

Early in the afternoon of Thursday Benja- 
min Brnsh, super inteodent of the Brooklyn 
Jockey Clnb track, reported to the stewards 
• that Wm. C. Daly, better known as “Father 
Bill,” had cruelly beaten yonng Hothcrsall, the 
jockey, inflicting a severe wound over the r ght 
eye with a baiestick. The humane stewards, 
after a thorough investigation of the esse, fined 
the “Sage of Hartford” $200 aud referred the 
matter to the Jockey Clnb. For years Daly hi o 
been in the habit of abasing jockeys nnder con- 
tract to him, and morq than one ran away from 
his stable 

Jnst as the backers of Jalius Caesar were 
calling on his jockey, Cornelius Sprague, to 
take the lead in the hurdle race at Gravesend 
Thursday, the horse shied at the fourth jump, 
throwing Spragne with great force against one 
of the stout posts that support the inner-rad 
fence. The unfortunate j ickey rebounded and 
the horse, rolling over him, crushed him into 
insensibility. Tuo unconscious man was taken 
to the Nor*egian Hospital, Brooklyn. He 
never regained consciousness, dying one hour 
aud a half after his admittance to the hospital 
from a fracture of the skull and hemorrhage. 
Sprague, who was about 23 years of age, was a 
resident of Long Branch and had been riding in 
bardie races and steeplechases for some years. 

Germaine (St. Germ-in— Galop a de), who won 
the Piix de Diane (French Oaks), value about 
$15.(03, at the Chantilly meeting, is another 
instance of the lock attaching t > the pur base 
of yeailings. Garmaiae's sir*, St. Germain, a 
grandson of Hermit and Blair Athol, was sold 
for $160, and her dam. Galopade (by Nougat), 
made at anctim the sum of $27.50. Germaine 
was sold as a yearling to the Marqnis do 
Montesquieu at the Tattereall Fiancais for $82, 
and he was so little pleased with bis bargain 
that ha sent her up a few months afterward to 
the Tattersall Francais, where she was knocked 
down to her preseat owner for $315. LaBt year 
she won close on to $1,000, whicn, when taken 
into account w.th the e akes in the Prix de 
Diane, slows a very handsome dividend for the 
original outlay. 

Although he won only two races, James R. 
Keene came out far ahead financially of all the 
owners at the recent Con y Island Jockey Club 
meeting. This was das to Chacornac’s drive in 
the Futaiity, aided by a roca won by Voter. 
Bromley to Co, are second on tbe list in the 
amount won. Their ctief bread-winner was 
the two-year-old Mesmerist. Kinley Mack’s 



winnings aud Ben Hollaaay’s victory in the 
Antnmn pnt the firm of Eastin to Larabie in 
third place. Owners who won more than $2,000 
at the meeting were as follows: 

James R Keene, $31,810; Bromley & Co., $18,326; 
Eastin & Larabie. $7,365 ; J. J. Hyland. $1,623; 
J E. Madden, $4,520: Sydney Paget, fi 300; T. C. 
McDowell. $3 880; W. B. Jennings, $3,805; C. H. 
Smith, $3,775; George J. Long, $3 160; J. W Colt, 
$3,115; Harness & Brossman, $2 740; F.R. Hitch- 
cock, $2,495; C. L. Railey, $2 490; W. Showalter, 
$2,C40; J, Underwood to Co., $2,040. 

Mr. Robert Peck, for many years a very 
prominent figure on the English tnrf, died at 
Scarborough two weeks ago, in his fifty-fifth 
jea r , He had been ill for a long time, suf- 
fering from an internal complaint, and went to 
Scarborough from his residence, Howbnry 
Hall, Bed., about a month ego, accompanied 
by his wife and the family physician, in what 
proved vain hope of battering bis state. 

In the various roles of trainer, owner and 
bloodstock breeder Mr. Peck ent a big figure. 
He was a Malton man— his father b iog a trainer 
at that famois center — and he began his career 
in the service of Lord Stamford. Subspquently 
he had charge of the late Mr. James Merry’s 
horses, and in 1873 he won the Dei by and St. 
Leger for tbe great Scotch ironmaster with 
Doncaster and Marie Stnart. 

Upon Mr. Merry’s reti>em nt two years later 
Mr. Peck bought Doncaster privately for 
£10,000. His resale directly afterwards to the 
Duke of Westminster for the then record price 
of £14.000 marked the beginning of his Grace’s 
tnrf career. Mr. Peck trained the first of the 
Dnke’s fonr Derby winners, viz., Bend Or, and 
he also prepared many good winners for Lord 
Rosebery. 

After giving up the pnblic training bnsiness, 
which he did in 1881, he achieved many suc- 
cesses with his own horses. Hackne38, in 1832, 
brought off a big conp ia the Camb-idgsshtre, 
while the exploits of the great Barcaldine and 
the great little Bard— unfortunate enough to 
be foaled in the earns year as Ormonde, to whom 
he ran second in the Derby — are well remem- 
bered even after the lapse of many years. To 
the end Mr. Peck kept np a large breo it g stud 
at Howbury Hall. His sons, Percy and Charles, 
both follow the profession of trainers, the 
talent for which seems hereditary in the 
family. — Canadian Sportsman. 

It is curious to note the non-success this year 
of the big stables. Mr. Whitney’s tnrf failure 
is only one of many. John J. Hyland, who tad 
the running properties cf August Belmont’s 
horses went wio g early in the year in the 
Metropolitan Handicap and s : nce then has 
been unable to win any big honors. James R. 
Keene’s stable had a balance on the wrong side 
until Chacornac won the Futurity. Careful 
training aud liberal management aid not b ing 
success, end his best two youngsters, Virginia 
Earle at.d Doublet, have won no distinct suc- 
cess. Tt e small arid inexpensive stables have 
won the big stakes and the classic races. Per- 
ry Belmont, with omly a few horres, has woa 
nearly $60,000 in stakes. Harness & Brossman, 
with the bleck mare Imp, have placed tbe Sab- 
a:ban and Brighton Handicap to their credit 
as well as other rich stakes.— 3r. Louis Sport- 
ing News. 

NOTES OF THE TURF. 

The program book for the first seven days of 
racing at Oakland is cut. It provides for five 
races daily, with pur=ea ranging from $210 to 
$500 A handicap at a mile for two-year-o.d* is 
the main feature of the opening day. It is of 
the guaranteed value of $1,C00, witb $10 entrance 
and $25 additional to start. The parses of $400 



and $500 are handicaps. Until the eastern con- 
tingent arrives, president Thomas H. Williams 
will set as presiding steward and J W. Brooks 
wilt be presiding judge with Fred E Mnlholland 
as his associate. As the season progresses and 
the average class of tbe horses improves by 
reason of eastern arrivals, the purses are to be 
liberally increased. 

After Mesmerist won the Great Eastern Han- 
dicap at Sheepshead Bay Mike Dwyer pro- 
nounced him tbe best horse he bad ever seen. 
In view of the fact that Dwyer himself has 
owned such great horses as Bramble, Tremont, 
Kingston. Lcngstreet and Lake Blackburn, the 
compliment he paid the Bromley colt is cer- 
tainly a great one. Mr. A. Featherstone, the 
Chicago millionaire, who is the leading spirit 
in tbe racing firm of Bromley & Go., is said to 
have won about $40,000 on Mesmerist in the 
Great Eastern. 

The famous English race and brood mare, 
Bnsjbody, by Pe’rarcb— Spina way, is dead. 
She was bred by Lord Falra inth and si Id at 
three ye»rs old for $44,003 to the late “Mr. 
Abingdon,” for whom she won the One Thous- 
and Guireas and tbe Oaks. In “Mr. Abing- 
d- n’s” stnd she produced Meddler, now a suc- 
cessful stallion in America, and for which Mr, 
W. H. Forbes of Bos'on paid $72,500. Five years 
ago Sir J. Blundell Maple bought Busybody for 
$17,500, bnt never raised a foal from her. 

Thie has b°en a tough year on jockeys. W. 
Martin. Turner, “Tioy” Williams, Everett, Nutt, 
Troxler, McCne, McNickl*. Rutter, Gr y, 
Beauchamp, Bisping, not to mention others of 
lesser ro'e, constitn'e an extraordinary list of 
ruled-off or suspended jockeys in one season. 
For one thing, it points to nnnsual vigilance 
and severity on the part of various judges, and 
for another, it cannot f dl to excite regret that 
so many capable riders have given way to bane- 
ful iiflnences. 

Never before in this country has such a high- 
class field been seen at the post in any jumping 
eveDt ss in the Minenla Hurdle Handicap at 
Sheepshesd Bay. Among the starts s were 
Howard Mann, winner of the Brooklyn Handi- 
cap of 1897 on a he^ vy track, bnt winner never- 
theless, Ben Eders coni in the Kentucky Darby, 
and winner of many staksp, Semper Ego, who 
finislei second in the Suburban of 1898 and 
shonld have won it. 

The fact that Mr. August Belmont will not be 
represented id the turf next year has giv< n rise 
to the story that John Hyland will train for 
Mr. W. H C ark next season. Mr. Hyland’s 
contract wi ii the chairman of the Jockey Clnb 
does not expire until the eud of the year, and 
be has not as yet made eny engagement, with 
any owner or stable for next season. — Spirit of 
tbs Times. 

In a collision in the first race at Fort Erie, 
yesterday, three horses fell Jockey Landry 
escaped with a severe shaking up hat A. 
Mitchell, who was on Gratby, hid both arms 
broken and is thought to have concussion of 
the brain. 

Secretary Natbauson notifies owners that a 
representative of the Harlem Jockey Club will 
b- at Hawthorne today up to 10:00 a m., f *r the 
purpose of receiving entries to the Harlem 
races of Monday. 

Jockey Chariee Thorpe, who has been with a 
cimuing party in the Colorado mountains for 
tho last mon h, is riding at the stale fair race 
meeting at Sacramento, Cal., now in pr<. gross. 

Up to July 3lst Orme, by Ormonde— Angelica, 
headed th’ list of winning t-ires in England 
witn $164 073 to hit credit, Flying Fox, of course, 
being hie chief winner witb $130,875. 



TRAINER* IN TROUBLE. 

Judge Rees is making it lively for inconsist- 
ent trainers aud jockeys at Hawthorne and 
yesterday he pnt three more on the black list. 
They were J. Beckley. D. J. Leary trainers, and 
jockey Dngan. The trio came to grief over the 
in and out running of the horses Lew Hopper 
and Oconee. 

There have been many form reversals during 
the present racing season bat Lew Hopper’s 
was the banner one of them all. He started 
last Tuesday in an ordinary lot at one 
mile with Vandnsen up. The boy got him off 
in front and rode him hard every inch of the 
way bat the horee did not seem to have any 
speed and was beaten off abont a sixteenth of 
a mile From this race one wonld be led to be- 
lieve that tbe horse was of no account and in 
yesterday’s fourth event which was a dash of a 
mile and an eighth he was a natural 30 to 1 
chance. 

It seems queer that in the face of snch a bad 
race as Lew Hopper ran Tuesday trainer 
Dave O’Le ary wonld pat himself oat to engage 
a b iy like Vititoe to ride, and again it seems 
queer that if Vititoe did not know the horse 
would rua well he would accept such a 
mount. At any rate, Vititoe rode tbe hone 
and he ran one of the best races of his career. 
He had speed galore and was never worse than 
second. Einstein was the pacemaker and led 
to tbe head of the stretch. Hers Law Hopper 
passed him, and after a terrific drive throogh 
the last quarter barely lasted long enough to 
b ;at Mr. ry Kiasella in 1 :531, a very good race. 
As soon as the boys had be n weighed in Judge 
Rees sent for and had an interview with trainer 
Dave O’Leary. Mr. Brenock, who owns Lew 
Hopper, never bets much bat he had $15 on him 
jest: rday. O’Leary claims that he did not bet 
a cent. Everything may be all right and Lew 
Hopper may be a rogue, bnt how he conld pos- 
sibly come to life so suddenly will always re- 
main a mystery. 

Oconae peifjrmed and trainer J. Beckley and 
j cuey Dog^n got their medicine in the second 
race This filly was beaten by an inferior lot 
Tues lay, five fnrlongs in 1 :03. It that race she 
was 24 to 1 favorite and was ridden by Dngan 
and carried bnt 103 poands. Yesterday with 109 
pounds and M tcheil up 3be won handily and 
stepped five fariongs ia l:01i. The filly was 
packet d and had all kinds of bad racing lack 
on Tuesday, and many close observers were 
willing to let that race pass by. 

Judge Rees sent for Dugan, however, and bad 
him tell the story of the filly’s laat race. The 
boy admitted being interfered with and ham- 
pered, but stated that the interference was not 
sharp enough to keep the filly from winning 
had she been all right, and further stated that 
on that day he thought the filly was dead 
uuder him. The race will be furiher investi- 
gated and in the meantime J. B.ckley and 
Dngan are both under the ban. 

Tne racing itself as a rule was rather tame. 
May Beach picked np 112 pounds and won at 
seven fu riot gs like a good filly. 8he did not 
beat much, but she was giving away a lot of 
weight and the race was a good aud fast one. 

Tbere were sixteen very ordinary maidens in 
the first race and V. nceni.es, at 30 to 1, won 
easi y. This gelding belongs to J Breoock, 
making it two wins for his Btable daring the 
day.

APPEALS DECIDED. 

The Committee on Appeals of the American 
Turf Congress has rendered the following de- 
cisions in cases appealed from various members 
of the Tnrf ( ongress. The most important case 
is that affecting jockey Rose and employer YV. 
Clancy. The decision is as follows : 

In the controversy between J. J. Smith and YV. 
Clancy over the services of the boy Lee Bose, the 
committee rendered the following opinion : 

“In the case of the jockey Lee Andrew Rose, 
we are of the opinion that J. J. Smith is legally 
entitled to his services, and it is ordered that 
W. Clancy be fined $100 and relinquish his claim 
upon the boy ; and it is further ordered that 
the jockey Rose be notified to at once return to 
the service of J. J. Smith.” 

At the spring meeting of the Louisville Jockey 
Club YY T . Gallagher, part owner of the b. c, 
Patroon, 4 year-old, by Patron— Madie, entered 
said horse in a race to be run on May 4th, and 
after time to declare Gallagher requested the 
judges, C. F. Price and L. P. Tarlton, to excuse 
the horse. After an examination of the horse 
and being fully satisfied that he was not lame, 
as claimed by Gallagher, the judges ordered 
Gallagher to start the horse, Gallagher refused 
to do so and the judges ruled Gallagher and 
the horse off.
